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A STRANGE APPOINTMENT 


A big battle seems to be 
brewing over a thing called 
the World Court. It may break 
out after the new administra- 
tion takes over in January. 
The Democratic platform 
called for repeal of the 
Connally Reservation, and it 
is expected that the Kennedy 
regime will push for fulfill- 
ment of this plank. 

The World Court, in case 
anyone has forgotten, is an 
agency of the United Nations. 
When we joined the UN, the 
Senate at the same time in- 
stituted the Connally Reser- 


vation. The purpose was to 
protect American sovereignty; 
to keep in our own hands the 
right to decide what are 
purely domestic and internal 
matters concerning the United 
States alone. In other words, 
the Connally Reservation pre- 
vents an international UN 
tribunal from sticking its 
nose into strictly American 
affairs. The coming battle 
will center around an attempt 
to wipe out this safeguard of 
American interests. 

It is of particular signi- 
ficance right now because of 








a new appointment just made 
to this World Court. Fifteen 
judges from as many countries 
sit on this court. Two of 
them are communists. There 
are others from countries 
which are anything but sym- 
pathetic to the ideals and 
principles of America. You 
might suppose that the Ameri- 
can judge, at least, would be 
someone who had no hint of 
softness toward communism. 
But the United Nations has 
named Professor Philip C. 
Jessup as American judge on 
this World Court. Dr. Jessup 
is a professor at Columbia 
University and no doubt a 
very fine gentleman. But he 
was part and parcel of the 
Institute of Pacific Rela- 
tions, which helped deliver 
China into the hands of the 
Reds. He could hardly be 


called just an innocent dupe 
of the IPR. He was chairman 
of its executive council. A 
Senate committee revealed 
that when the secretary of 
the IPR — an outright com- 
munist — resigned in order to 
do another job for the Reds, 
Dr. Jessup praised him highly 
and hoped he would come back! 
There is a great deal of 
other testimony as to Dr. 
Jessup’s part in helping to 
bring about the Red victory 
in China. Perhaps he sincere- 
ly believed this was the road 
to so-called ‘peace.’ But how 
strange -— or maybe not so 
strange - that such a man 
should now be chosen as the 
American judge on this UN 
World Court. Is it not one 
more indication that we should 
clear our skirts entirely of 
the whole UN set-up? 


BEHIND LOUISIANA’S BATTLE 


Someone remarked recent ly 
that the Louisiana integra- 
tion battle may succeed in 
making the Little Rock episode 
of several years ago look 
like a Sunday-school picnic. 
Let us hope devoutly they are 
wrong. But Americans must get 
the facts straight about what 
is going on in Louisiana. And 
they are not getting the 
facts. The reporting on this 


issue in most Northern news- 
papers, and even in some 
Southern newspapers, is garbl- 
ed and slanted. It is possible 
of course, that some of this 
is not intentional. It may 
stem from a tendency to 
dramatize the side issues, to 
play up the heart-throb 
aspects, to ignore — in the 
interest of a fresh headline- 
the basic issue. But there is 
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a basic issue -a very serious 
issue — which involves not 
only the people of Louisiana 
but every American in every 
state in the Union. 

First, let us clear away 
some of the sad excrescences 
of what’s been going on in 
Louisiana. Nothing said here 
should be taken to condone 
the treatment given those 
five little Negro girls who 
are being forcibly integrated 
into New Orleans schools. 
Those little girls are merely 
the pawns in a fight they do 
not understand. The hotheaded 
teen-agers and their parents 
who marched, shouted and yell- 
ed were a disgrace to Louisi- 
ana and to America. No doubt 


sane and sober-minded Louisi- 
anians were as ashamed of 
their antics as anybody else. 
But it is well to remember 
that there are professional 
agitators on both sides of 
this issue who have a vested 
interest in stirring up the 
worst elements in the popula- 
tion of any state. 

The trouble is that these 
things get the headlines and 
occupy the bulk of the news 
stories. They obscure the 
basic issue. Even the few ob- 
servers who realize that there 
is a basic issue seem to 
think it involves only the 
integration of the public 
schools in Louisiana. At the 
moment, of course, it does. 
But underlying that issue is 
one which has nothing to do 
with whether or not the pub- 
lic schools in Louisiana 
should be mixed. 

Basically, what is involved 
is the sovereignty of each 
state of the American Union. 
Put differently, the issue is 
this: Shall the national gov- 
ernment in Washington, or any 
of its agencies, have the 
right -— in defiance of the 
United States Constitution - 
to order the citizens of an 
American state how to run 
their affairs? And if the 
citizens of an American state 
— any state — refuse to obey 








illegal orders from Washing- 
ton, does Washington then 
have the right to enforce its 
orders with troops or U.S. 
marshals or other means of 
enforcement? You have a per- 
fect right to claim that it 
does. But when you claim such 
a thing, you are speaking in 
favor of an all-powerful cen- 
tral government, and you are 
denying every fundamental 
concept on which constitu- 
tional government is built in 
our American Republic. 

The attempt to integrate 
the schools of Louisiana does 
not grow out of a law of Con- 


INTERPOSITION 


What the legislature of the 
State of Louisiana is now 
trying to do is this: It is 
trying to recapture for it- 
self, against a usurping 
federal court, control over 
its schools. It is using a 
traditional and accepted 
method — a method specifical- 
ly advocated by the Founding 
Fathers as a protection 
against the tyranny of a 
powerful central government. 
The method is known as Inter- 
position. That sounds like a 
mouthful, but it is one of 
the basic elements by which 
we retain our freedom. It was 
first put forth by Thomas 


gress, or a right conferred 
on the federal government by 
the Constitution. On the con- 
trary, theConstitution leaves 
entirely in the hands of the 
individual states and their 
citizens the management of 
their public schools. But six 
years ago the Supreme Court 
of the United States took 
upon itself the function of 
Congress. It made a law - 
something it has no right to 
do — and in defiance of all 
previous Court decisions, de- 
clared by judicial ukase that 
the public schools should 
be integrated. 


Jefferson and James Madison 
inthe famous Virginia Declar- 
ation of 1798. 

In order to understand what 
it means, we must always re- 
member that our system (the 
only one which really guaran- 
teed the freedom of the in- 
dividual) is a system in 
which the national govern- 
ment is the creature’ of the 
sovereign states. The states 
set up a national governing 
body and wrote the Constitu- 
tion to govern its conduct. 
Jefferson and Madison dec lar- 
ed that whenever any branch 
of that national governing 
body usurped powers which are 
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forbidden toit by the Consti- 
tution, it is the right and 
duty of the states to inter- 
pose to ‘arrest the progress 
of the evil’ (in the Founders’ 
words) which their own crea- 
ture - the federal government 
— is committing. 

This is what the Louisiana 
legislature is now trying to 
do -— to interpose to ‘arrest 
the evil’ committed by a 
usurping Supreme Court. Many
